The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: Compounds in II are 
not coextensive with that embraced by I. Thus art which may be pertinent to group 
I would not necessarily be relevant to II. Additionally II would be expected to have 
different uses apart from that embraced by I- namely as antihypertensives for some 
of the compounds in II as evidenced by US'539 cited by applicants.
